Mr. Nugent, interviewed by a Dally 
Ontario ‘representative, confirmed the sale and gave the following details: 

Mr. W. J. Neale, Minthg Engineer, for niany years a mine operator 
in Mexico, has just arrived at Toronto from New York where he secured, 
for himself and his assoclutes, the Hollandia Lead Mines, located neah 
Bannockburn, Hastings County. 

The Hollandia {s an old mine, having been worked many years ago, 
but closed down in 1896 owing to the low price of lead. 

Mr. Neal spent several months last year making a thorough exam- 
ination of all the mines In and around Madoc district and was highly 
pieased with the outlook.' 

‘It is the intention of the new ownefs to start work immediately on 
the lead property which will be known hereafter as the Neale Hollandia 
xead Mine, x

Mr. Giraffe arrived from hia forest 
home in Rhodesia this week, after 
having evaded capture for some 
years.

‘New Leats Day. 

The story of the giraffe quest 
which began more than three years 
ago, reads more lik fiction than 
fact.: It led to a serlea of exciting 
adventures in the Afri jungle, 
and one man, who was Africa's chiet 
hunter, Jost his life through: being 

_M™angled by o Mon while engaged in 
the search for the giraffes. 

Previously, the chief hunter had 
experienced: a ‘chapter of accidents. 
On‘ one occasion he caught four gir- 

, affes—two for’London and two for 
Sydney. Two of these were injured 
by Hons-while in a temporary enclo- 
sure,-.and one of the two which 
were being sent to London died un 
the train. 

After a long interval, another per- 
mit’ was obtained from the Adminis- 


tratfon of ‘Rhodesia and the hunter; 
‘“y ptarted' out again. He ‘captured five; 


giraffes, but, owing to heavy rains, 
they all died before they could be 
sot: across-a tiver ‘to the railroad. 

It was on his third expedition that 
the chief hunter was badly mauled 
by a lon, and he died from his {n- 
juries some weeks later. 

A leading citizen of Sydney played 
a part in the giraffe quest, though 
he was not concerned in the hunt. 
Early last year, Sir Allen Taylor 
went to South Africs, carrying with 

. him a letter from the Taronga Trust 
to General Smuts, in which the Gen- 
eral was asked to try ana get some 
giraffes. 

Sir Allen saw General Smuts and 
also went to Pretoria and saw the 
director of the National Zoo Gar- 
dens, A. A. Heagner. The latter 
told Sir Allon there were many difi 
culties, ana even angers, in ‘the 
quest for giraffes and this was borne 
out;by subsequent events. 

Mr, Heagner pointed out that gir- 
affes were the most ungainly and 
difficult of wild animals to handle 
and, even after over-coming the dif- 
ficulties’ of -cavture, ‘ho could nut 
guarantee thelr safe transport. 

That is why the zoo chiefs were 80 
anxious about the giraffe that thoy
